Breaking all records, both for 
volume and returns, the Alta 


Loma Heights Citrus association 
in the year just closed did a busi- 
ness of more than half a mil- 
lion dollars. 

Tuesday was a big day for the 
association. Members’ gathered 
at the orange house of the asso- 
ciation at Alta Loma for the an- 
nual business meeting and in the 
evening a big company met at 
The Sycamores for a turkey din- 
ner, with music and speeches. 

At the business meeting roll 
call showed a present signed 
membership of 1032 acres, of 
which 750 were represented in 
person or by proxy. 

The report of Manager R. H. 
Henderson showed a total return 
of $522,000 for 275 cars of fruit. 
This exceeds all previous years. 
Compared to the 1926-27 season, 
the return is 50 per cent greater 
for about the same volume. The 
new season’s estimate is for 400 
cars. 

The most important activity at 
the present time is the construc- 
tion of an addition to the lemon 
plant. About $40,000 is being in- 
vested in a substantial and at- 
tractive concrete building with 
full basement. When completed 
the association will have storage 
for 40 to 50 per cent of its total 
season’’s crop of lemons.

The annual election gave the 
following results: L. A. Smith, 
president; George L. Belcher, 
first vice-president; L. M. lLe- 
dig, second vice-president; R. H. 
Henderson, secretary-manager, 
and J. F. Grass Jr., Nelson Van 
Fleet, W. E. Morse, Geo. Fergu- 
gon, C. F. Thorpe and John Klus- 
man, directors. 

At 6 p. m. the membership 
again met at their annual dinner 
at The Sycamores hotel. Reser- 
vations were made for 120 and 
talks were made by Harry Har- 
low of the O. K. Fruit exchange 
and Henry Ramsay, manager of 
the field department of the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Growers’ exchange. 

The speakers expressed confi- 





dence that, while greatly  in- 
creased production is forecast, 
the consumer demand is also 


growing and will take care of the 
situation if wisely handled. Presi- 
dent Smith was in charge of the 
program. Vocal solos by Archie 
Li Moore, with Mrs. Moore at 
the piano, were interspersed dur- 
ing the meeting and were en- 
thusiastically received. 

In his address Mr. Harlow 
said that the Ontario-Cucamonga 
exchange had had its most suc- 
cessful year. Returns were over 
$7,000,000, which is a _ million 
more than ever before. During 
the year 3,700 cars have been 
shipped from this area. 


Outlook Is Encouraging 

Mr. Ramsay said that the de- 
mand for citrus fruit has grown 
in great measure, due to the con- 
structive advertising campaign 
of the exchange. One big help 
in the marketing is the confi- 
-dence. which the people have in 
the exchange. Florida may be 
expected to produce more naveis, 
but the wider distribution and 
the opening up of new markets 
are expected to counteract this 
increase. Valencia competition 
from Florida is not so keen, and 
from June until November the 
California growers have the mar- 
ket to themselves. With rigard

|PROFOSITIONS ON THE 
STATE BALLOT, 1928 


A.—Explanation 
1. This measure 13 an act of 
the legislature held up by refer- 


endum. It apportions represen- 
tation in the state senate by 
counties; no county to have 


more than one senator and not 
more than three counties to be 
grouped into one district. This 
is the first reapportionment 
imeasure since 1911 and is based 
‘on the constitutional change 
adopted two years ago. A vote 
' “veg” will sustain the act; a vote 
“no” will refer the matter to the 
jlegislature for further action. 

2. Senate Constitutional 
Amendment 24. It adds a new 
section, 5, to Article XVI pro- 
viding for a bond issue of $1,000,- 
000 to be used in financing the 
Olympic games in Los Angeles 
in 1932. 

38. Assembly Constitutional 
Amendment 1. A _ new section, 
|16, is added to Article XIII pro- 
viding for a tax on banks and
